In these first days of the fifth year of the war, such has been said 
and written about the prospects and hopes of each of the two groups end Powers 
wrestling with each other in this gigantic struggle. 


Anyone who has been able to compare the balance sheets of the first 
four years of war, drawn up in the various countries, must have had the 
impression that these accounts have not been compiled entirely honestly, 
particularly in London, In London, more even than in Washington, hopes for 
the future have been included in the balance, es if they were already 
accomplished facts. Things have been approached in a much sore sober and 
matter-of-fact way in Germany. We get the clearest impresaion of the results 
achieved in four years of war by comparing the position of the Front Line on 

On the day on which the 


placed in a narrow ring 
Reich. Seen on a map of the Continent, or, better still, on a map of the 
World, it was but a puny speck which had to defend itself against a mighty 
group of Powers, which, in addition to maller countries, comprised two World 
Powers, and behind which there stood, as prospective allies, Bolsheviam and 
the U.S.A. Today, after four years of war, important components of the former 
coalition have been eliminated and the narrow fighting base, on which we then 
stood, has been widemed to cover the greater part of the Continent of Burope. 
Moreover, our Japanese Ally occupied a similarly fanned out position on the 
other side of the world. If a balance-sheet of the past four years of wer is 
to be draw up et all, then, in our opinion, this development must on no account ` 
be disregarded. In mmemy comments on this war, the idea that the trend of 
developments which has brought up these successes, has turned, end is now 
moving in the opposite direction, plays an important part. nay speakers and 
comentators are, of course, at liberty to interpret the trend of developments 
as having the tendency they want it to have. Once again, we shall remain hard- 
headed realists, end merely state that the tenpo of the enemy offensives cannot, ` 
in either hemisphere, be compared with our rate of advance, or with that of the . 
Japenese. Although it is true that the Bolsheviks have gained a certain amount 
of territory during their present summer endurance offensive (Daveroffensive), | 
these gains bear no comparison with those we at one time made, for they have been 
achieved yard by yard, at the price of much blood and precious war material. 
If the Bolsheviks have bem able to reoccupy one or other of the tows they lost, | 
they have not captured them fighting, but were merely able to enter a place | 
evacuated by us and laid waste in good time. Some of the snemy commentators, 
who refused to be confused by the Bolsheviks’ triumphant shouting, have 
correctly realised that we are playing with the wide area we once captured, end | 
that even the loss of Kharkov, for instance, means a great deal less to us today | 
than the same loss meant to the Bolsheviks at the time. In saying this, ve ty | 
po means underestinace the difficulty of the defensive fighting which has now 
fallen to the lot of the German soldier in the East. On the contrary, we try = | 
to make clear the difficulty of that fighting by presenting numerous realistic 
reports. Mor do we underestimate the danger a really decisive Bolshevik 
success would entail for Germany and the whole of Burope. However, just 
because we are so seriously concerned about these things, we are the more 
entitled to point to the fact that the Bolsheviks have made such infinite 
sacrifices, without scoring the success for the sake of which these 
sacrifices aight have been worth while - the recapture of the food bases of l 
their country.

Only in one sphere did enemy coment significantly say little of the 
auch repeated alleged tum of developments - . In this sphere a 
certain reserve is becoming apparent in the British and U.S. Press and redio, 
though only a fortnight ago, rather overweening comment had been heerd and read. 
for us, the problem of the enemy air terror mekes two pictures. On the one hand 
we see the devastated residential quarters of Gernan cities. We see the ruins of 
houses, which collepsed over the heeds of the peaceful occupants, over women and 
children. We also see the courage and determination of the stricken men and women. 
Nothing could be more moving, and at the same time more inspiring, than to see the 
stubbornness with which a terrorised population clings to the soil in which it is 
rooted, and on which it still struggles on with bare necessities. The other 
asnect of the anemy air terror, however, is determined by the losses which thè . 
air force of our opponents is suffering. The figures of enemy aircraft shot down, 
reported in the official German communique, and which, in most cases, mount still 
higher on the day following such a defensive encounter, express merely a mell 
portion of the losses the enemy suffers because they only represent the frection 
we have actually laid hands on (angefasste Brueche). And those losses and the 
total of these losses, have risen many times during the last few weeks, no matter 
where the enemy attacked, in the West, North, South or in the Centre. Only this 
week, for the first time, the attacking British aircraft susteinéd many times the 
EET Be a suffered, including the losses of the German 
fighter defence. It would, of course, be senseless to hope that this proportion | 
will always renein equally favourable. The fluctuating conditions of the struggle 
will lead to fluctuating successes. We have never indulged in thet game of 
figures of which the enemy is so fond. We have, for instance - to repeat it for 
the thousandth time - never entered into a discussion with the enemy, either by 
our Radio or in our Press about whether such and such a percentage of a tow had 
bee destroyed. Nor have we ever mentioned a factory, deemed destroyed by the 
"PTE ee eno capable of production. There are a few fools who 
seintein they have heard us say this. A sovereign to anyone who has really 
heard thist Mo, with such games of figures we have never had and never shall 
have, a) to do. We merely limit ourselves to saying that this enemy terror 
method, too, will not force us to our knees, and that the air attacks cannot 
deciaively prejudice our armament effort. Similarly we do not indulge in any 
genes of figures about the number of enemy aircraft shot dow. One thing, 
however, we may say fcr once. The successes of the German defences have been such 
that they have given «very airman the certain knowledge that, according to a 
simple arithmetical lew, he would be shot dow after three, four, or five terror 
flights. This is an account which celle for publicetion, end which those who 
happen to be living in the target area of an enemy reid should bear in mind. 
This is e figure which the German soldier, out there at the Front, should also 
know, 6o that he may realise, in rough outline, what is happening in the homeland, 
and what work is being done there.
